Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The rejection of claims as being obvious over WO 99/08692 in view 
of Heise et al. was discussed. Applicants indicated that they did not believe that the indicated references taught all of 
the elements of the claims or provide a teaching such that there would have been motivation and expectation of 
success for making the claimed method wherein the method comprised a combination of direct intratumoral injection 
and a second administration of the virus by topical or by systemic delivery. Applicants indicated that they did not 
believe that the WO 99/08692 reference taught the combination of administrations, and further indicated that the 
combination of administrations (e.g.. direct intrtumoral injection in combination with systemic delivery) results in the 
unexpected anti-prol iterative effect on the growth of distal tumors such as metastatic tumors. It was noted that claims 
1-13 are not limited to the combination of administrations. Applicants agreed to consider amending the claims such that 
the limitations of claim 14 were included in claim 1. The Examiner agreed to re-evaluate the WO 99/08692 document 
closer to see if it taught direct administration in combination with a second type of administration. It was also noted that 
any unexpected results should be supported by evidence of the unexpected result. Applicants were also asked to 
consider limiting the claims to an oncolytic virus. 
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
